Of Unusual Ills 


Columbus. Jan 
28.—Why do people 


There are about 8,000 doctors, p ra t­ 
ing medicine in Ohio, all of whom 
supposed 
to 
have 
had careful 
medical training so they might give 
fairly specific answ ers to this 
ques­ 
tion. 
Dr C. E. Ford, of the Cleveland de­ 
partment of health, has compiled a 
paper on the subject for 
the 
state 
board of health. 
Dr. Ford gained his 
st 
hand 
information 
by leafing 
hrough death certificates retured to 
he state bureau of vital statistics. 
According to one 
certificate 
eent 
from W ashington county, the "cause” 
reads 
"He lived several years be- 
ond his natural life and then Just 
petered out.” 
Another death certifl- 
ate from t»he southern counties reads, 
lust faded o u t” 
By the visitation of God in a nat­ 
ural way,” is the cause found on a 
death certificate from the western 
[»art of the state. 
One 
from 
Pike 
ounty gives the cause as “post-mor- 
tern hem orrhage.” 
Down in Brown county a man died 
recently at the age of 75. 
The physi- 
ian making out the death certificate 
gave as the cause, “microbes insuf­ 
ficiency.” 
The doctor probably m eant 
m itral insufficiency, which is a dis­ 
ease of the heart 
A Meigs county 
woman 
died 
of 
abdominal ascites,” according to an­ 
other certificate. 
Dr. E. F. MoCamp- 
bell, secretary of the state board of 
health, is authority for the statem ent 
that abdominal ascites is a result, not 
a cause, of death. 
From Cleveland is a death certifi­ 
cate 
the 
cause blank of which is 
filled out as “stabbed on Sunday.” An­ 
other certificate from Cleveland gives 
the cause as “Died suddenly in the 
basement. 
H istory and 
appearance 
angina pectoris. Contributory cause— 
protebly sew er gas.” 
One Cleveland baby, according to 
recent death certificate from Cleve­ 
land, gives th e 
cause as 
“inertia.” 
W ebster defines “inertia” as th e “ina­ 
bility of m atter to move or stop by 
itself."
